Captain Vance acquired hi* education 


in the district schools of New York and 
Wisconsin where he, arrived jn 
June 


1847. Two years previous he became ca- 
bin boy on the "Orion," where he re 
nrained" two years and from that rose 
step by step. Before he attained his n}a- 
jority he took charge of the brig "Ocean,' 
a teii thousand-bushel 
vessel—one o 


the-largest crafts at that time—which 
he ran from Buffalo to Chicago and Mil 
waukee. From 1854 until 1879, he run 
different vessels, some ten in 
numbc 


and the last one Which he commandec 
was the "David A. Van Valtinburg, 
about a sixty thousand bushel vcusel 
Thc only vessel which he ever lost wa 
the "l-'ontinclle," which burned at Chica 
go during the great flrc of 1871.
